The Yugoslav Navy Surveillance unit ccaaprisos three officers, nine petty 
officers and two sailors situated in Blato on the Island of Kcrculss Th© 
officers speak English, Italian and German* This unit is equipped with 
large powerful speed boats, formerly the property of th© Italian Air Corps* 
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
